For the record, the applicant's allegation: "The Office has rejected claims 14, 18- 
22, 25, 16, and 33 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 or 103 as being unpatentable over Hasegawa 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,990,533) alone or in view of Tsunoda (U.S. Patent No. 5,023,684) for 
the reasons listed on pages 2-4 of the Office Action. Applicant respectfully traverses 
this rejection because the Office has not substantiated that the references - whether 
alone or combined - teach or suggest every limitation in the rejected claims," is without 
merit for at least two reasons. 

First, the applicant fails to substantiate its allegation that the references do not 
teach or suggest every limitation in the rejected claims.
